- The Proveſfines i in Ireland had many Years laboured underthe Encroach- 
ments of the Papiſts, they had been once moſt horridly Maſſacred to the 


number of 200000, and the reſt Plundred and driven from their ne 


ments and poſſeſſions in the Year 16411. 

In the laſt War they ran a Fate equal to the firſt, the Maſſaere except 
ed, and as will be farther obſerved, in theſe Extremities, the little City of 
Derry was the only place of Refuge for the Proteſtants, and a Sanctuary 
which the Papiſts could never drive them out of with all their Force, and 
where they found ſuch reſiſtance as gave all the World reaſon t know, that 
the averſion between the Diſſenters and the Papiſts was as conſtant as 

reat, and as irreconcilable as poſſible, and ſerved to encreaſe the Won 
Jet, That the Diflenters ſhould, of all People in the World, be look d upon 
as Perſons in the ſame Claſs with the Papiſts, and Enacted againſt in a Bill 
prevent the Growth of Popery. 

In order to ſecure the Proteſtants from the like Erruptions of Popety, 
ſeveral Bills had been offered in Parliament, to prevent the growth and 
encreaſe of that Power that had been ſo dangerous, and had ſtruck twice 
at the Root of their Liberty and Religion.

The late Glorious King William, who, at the hazard of his Royal per- 
fon, was the ſpecial Inſtrument of their ſecond redemption from the pre- 
prevailing Power of the Iriſb, had ſuch a peculiar Love for this Kingdom, 
as the Triumph of his own immediate Conduct and Valour, that he al- 
ways ſtudied'its Welfare, and was ready to give Ear to any Propoſal for 


its dente ge. 


But as that Prince, who bad upon his Thought the univerſal good of 
Mankind, had no ſooner recovered one Kingdom from Deſtruction but 
he had another upon his Hands; (his whole Reign being embarraſs'd 
with the perpetual Cares of ſerving Ungratefu] Nations,) ſo the Prote- 
ſtants found the Settlement of Aﬀairs in Veland ſo perplex'd, and the Re- 
aſſumation of Grants ready to bring a new Difficulty on the Stage; and in 
all this time they found no opportunity to offer at the Settlement and Se- 
curity of their Intereſt and Religion, as they expected and defir'd. 

But when they ſaw the Diſorders pretty well over, and the loſs of their 
_ glorious Benefactor ſo happily ſupply'd, by the Acceſſion of her preſent 
Ma jeſty Queen Anne. 

When to their great Comfort and Satisfaction, they ſaw the early Care

his People; they chooſe rather to acquieſce with an Unhappineſs laid on 
them, and ſuffer all the ill they ſaw coming upon them, than let 
f ſuch a Bill drop in the Houſe, which they knew to be ſo much wanted 
gagainſt Popery, and which was of ſuch a vaſt Benefit to the ſecurity 
of the Proteſtant Intereſt in general, and the publick Quiet and Safety of 
the Kingdom. : .

of their Country, and were paſſive in their own Prejudices that the Bill

1 The Gentlemen, on the other fide, on no Conſideration defir'd to 
put theſe Hardſhips on the Diſſenters, but ſaw themſelves oblig'd 
to paſs this Clauſe, - or loſe all the Advantages which were accruing 
to them by the other, ſo gave at laſt an unwilling Aſſent to the Bill, 
publickly declaring their Reſolution To do ſomething which ſhould make

Ibis is a ſhort Abſtract of the Fact as it now lies before us, the Conſe. 

' quences of this Act of Parliament, ſo far as it affects the Diſſenters i in the 
Kingdom of Ireland, may be guelt at from the following, Account of the 
proceedings upon this Act in the North parts, and particularly in the City 
of London- Derry. 

The Province of ter, as is well known to al thoſe who are acquaint 
ed with Ireland, is chieſly Inhabited by Exgliſb and Scots, and above two 
Thirds of them by computation are Proteſtant Diſſenters. : 

How they have always behav'd themſelves, both -in Peace and War, 
both to their Enemies and to their Neighbours, both to the Government 
and for the Government, will be confidered in an Article by it ſelf. 

How they have now been Treated, with reſpect to this Act, comes un- 
der this Head, and will appear by the ſurprizing Proceedings with the 
Magiſtrates of London-Derry, and other places in Ulſter. 

In this Tranſaction its obſervable, how readily the very Effence of a 
Party, Humour, Spleen and Forwardneſs, may be disfuſed into the Minds 
of Men, ſince notwithſtanding the Tenderneſs and Conſideration of the 
Enactors, yet the Execution bas not been managed with the ſame Spirit. 
By this AR they have put out moſt of the juſtices of the Peace in the 
Province of Ulſter, for we do not hear of above one or two that have 
Qualified themſelves and for want of Gentlemen that are qualified, have 
been oblig'd to fill up the Commiſſion of the Peace with Clergy-men 

where by the way it may be noted, That the Phanaticks in New Engl 5 
are not the only People who make their Prieſts Magiſtrates, and bite the 
Law and the Goſpel under the management of the ſame Hand. 

lt was thought ſtrange, that in thoſe Counties they ſhould be under Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Magiſtrates, and the Men of the Gown have both the Word of 
the Lord and the Sword of the State, inſtead of that of the Spirit to man- 
age, and ſo in Ireland it might be thought as ſtrange, that the antient In- 
habitants, who ſpent their Fortunes, and hazarded their Lives in Defence 
of the whole Proteſtant Intereſt, are now not thought worthy to Govern 
what they fo gallantly defended ; but as People not fit to be truſted 
with that- in Peace which they ſaved in War, are laid by withContempt, 
and their places not being to be filled up with Men of equal Worth and 

equal Figure, in part ſupplied with Youths, Strangers, new Comers, and 
Clergy-men ; Veen of little Eſtates, and conſequently having not ſo much 
1 Obligation on them to be concerned for the Good of the place; Perfons 
1 that have little, if any thing, to recommend them to the Dignity of Ma- 
13 giſtrates but their going to Chureh, with neither Fortunes, Intereſt or 
Qualification.

If any Man will ſuggeſt, That it was ſollicited privately by the Clergy of 
the Church of Jyveland, they muſt at the ſame time fly in the Face of the 
Lord Archbiſhop: of D#blin, and charge all the Clergy of Ireland with very 
much Ingratitude to treat thoſe Men 1 ill, who by the canfeſſion of the 
ſaid Archbiſhop deſerv'd to have their Charity and Kindneſs to their Bre- 
thren remembred to their Honour. 

It can therefore lye no where but among the Ecionien of the Diffenters, 
who for the gratification of their private Malice, or for the carrying on of 
Tome private Deſign, have miſrepreſented them at the Court of Eng- 
1and, and cauſing all their Submiſſions and paſt Services to be forgotten, 
prevailed to have them treated as Enemies and dangerous Perſons, to that 
Goverument which they had ſo often and fo faithfully defended. 

If the E.. of N... ... had been pleaſed to remember his Imprimatur 


to the Book of his Grace of Dublin, as. in Honour moſt Men think he was 


bound 
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bound he wolld certainly have mathe agenerons e Repreſentation ob the 
Diſſenters Caſe to the Engliſb Court. 

And we hope we cannot be guilty of preſiimption i in ſaying; that — 
evet they were that promoted this Clauſe, and whatſoever their Reaſons 
might be, they cannot pretend that in it they purſued her Majeſty's true 
Intereſt, or indeed her on genuine or glorious Deſign, which appears 
from her own Royal Mouth to be the Good, the Peace and Proſperity 


of all her Proteſtant Subjects, ſince to oppreſs a party of them, and perſecute 
them for their Religion, at a time when her Majeſty has declar'd her 


Royal Intentions to the contrary, can never be agreeable to her Majeſty's 
Pleaſure, nor could ever have been obtain d without ſome Milrepretenta- 
tion of her Majeſty's Loyal and Faithful Subjects. 

_ Farther, tis our Opinion that the Church of Ireland, as before deferid' d, 


cannot be the Agents of this ill Treatment, becauſe tis apparent the Senſe 


both of what the Diſſenters have done and ſuffer d, for the ſecurity and 


prefer vation of that Church, would have given all its moderate Members 


ſuch Satisfaction, and made them ſo eaſy with the Diſſenters, and the Diſ- 


ſenters with them, that the Peace and Union which her Majeſty has ſo 


earneſtly recommended to her Subjects in England, ſeem d to be arrived to 
a perfection in Ireland. 


To the Papiſts in particular there appear d no difference, Proteſtants were 


always treated alike as Enemies, and always heartily concerned themſelves 


for one another in their mutual Defence. 

Tis no vanity to ſay, the Church- men could not have defended themt⸗ 
ſelves againſt the Papiſts without the Diſſenters; and we need appeal to 
no body but themſelves for the truth of it; we need ask none but the 
Church-men, whether the Diſſenters did not both in their Perſons and 
Purſes: heartily j join with them, and if they ſhould be fo diſingenuous as to 
deny it, the Papiſts themſelves would confeſs it for them. 

The Diſſenters aſſiſting them, and relieving them, both Clergy and 
Laity, in their flight and diſtreſs is fairly and honourably own'd by the 
Church, and by one of the moſt eminent of their Dignified Clergy, his 
Grace the Lord Archbiſhop of Dublin, as has been already noted. 

Nor can we forbear to mention, to the Honour of the Church of re- 
land, that they have been ſo ſenſible of this, and ſo far from expreſſing 
any heat, or breach of Charity, ſo far from inclining to a perſecuting 
Temper, or from envying, or moleſting the Diſſenters in their Conſcien- 
tious Liberties, that they have enjoy'd a perfect and entire Liberty, tho 
without any Toleration by a Law, and this Liberty, to the Honour of the 
Church of Ireland Proteſtants, was found free from all thoſe Heart-burn- 
ings, Inſultings, Lampoons and Reproaches, which their Neighbours have 


been treated with on that account; they liv'd together in Charity, good 


Neighbourhood, and ſettled friendly Correſpondence. 

And as the Church of Jreland of their meer Inclination gave to the Diſ- 
ſenters an undiſturb'd Liberty of Conſcience, ſo on the other hand the Diſ- 
ſenters manifeſted their entire confidence in the Chriſtian Temper and Mo- 
deration of the Church, and never ſollicited the obligation of a Law to the 
Toleration of their Religious Worſhip; they knew they had oblig'd the 


Church to the highth, and always frankly join d Hearts and Hands to 


defend them, and as they found no ungrateful Uſage they fear'd 
none; and thus they lived r in full Confidence of one another, and 


as they never expected this act, o we firmly believe it was the re- 
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moteſt thing in the World from their Thought to put any ſuch thing upor! 
the Publick as the joyning the Diſſenters with the Nations Enemies, 
ranking them witb thoſe they ought to be afraid of. LYNE O10H100]

Nothing Tumultuous, nothing Diſobedient or Undutiful to her Majeſty, 

whoſe Inclination we have abundant Reaſon to know, is entirely fet to 


to fear on this Account.

to her Majeſty, and even to the Diſſenters Enemies that nothing has ever 
been able to ſhake their Fidelity to the Engliſo Crown; and that their 


Principles have never been Tainted with Diſobedience or Diſaffection, 
either to the Perſons or Government of our Proteſtant Prince. 
Therefore as the worſt of the Diſſenters Enemies cannot ſuggeſt any thing 


Undutiful of them, with the leaſt Shadow of Reaſon; ſo they will be ef:

Any Man would be glad to ſee either of theſe Two points ſo anſwer'd, 
as that this Cauſe might be clear'd from the Scandal, and the Church of

2. The ſecond Conſequence, which any wiſe Man may foreſee mult 
ſollow this Matter is Divi/con---- The Effects of that capacious Word are 
too many and too long; to be deſcrib d. 

' Diviſions have too long afflicted theſe unhappy Nations to leave us in 
any Degree Strangers to their ill Conſequences. The Queen's Majeſty, in 
all her late moſt Excellent Speeches to her Parliament, has given us true 
Ideas of the fatal Effect of Diviſions, and Breaches in the Union of a Na- 
tion; and ſufficiently warr'd all her Subjects, were they a People capable 
of Warning, againſt all the Circumſtances that lead to ſuch an Evil. 

The Union of Proteſtants: in Ireland, till now, was very remarkable; 
ſome hints have been given of it in this Tract, and much more might 


be ſaid on that pleaſant Subject; but the Diſcontents that begin already 


to ſhow their ill Aſpects, and cloud and eclipſe the Beauty and Luſtre of 
ght, how many, how numberleſs are they! and what a black Pro- 
ſpect have we ſtill of thoſe behind! 


I To divide the Proteſtant Intereſt js to weaken it, to weaken that is to 
ſtrengthen its contrary, Popery; and what can be a more fatal Blow to 


the general Good of that Nation. 

Capt. Lawrence, a Learned and a Senſible Gentleman, who wrote of, 
and very well underſtood the Intereſt of Ireland, has this very apt Notion 
of the Intereſt of Ireland; and with that we ſhall end this Diſcourſe.
